The marking of the Australian ballot is 
asimple matter. The point to be kept in 
mind by the voter is that the name of only 
one éandidate for each office must be left 
unscratched. To vote an unscratched 
ballot, and we hope few citizens will 
do 80 foolish a thing in the com- 
election, it is only neces- 
sary to erase all the tickets on 
the ballot except the one to be voted for. 
To vote a scratched ticket the easiest, 
simplest and surest method is to erase all 
except one ticket and on that ticket, for 
each office in which the voter wishes to 
scratch, to erase the names of the candi- 
dates he does not desire to vote, and sub- 
stitute the name of the candidate he does 
wish to vote for. 

Mistakes in counting by judges and 
clerks chiefly arise from failure to keep 
in mindthe fact that when a voter clearly 
indicates his intent by leaving only one 
name for each office on the ballot his vote 
should be counted. 

The lost vote through improper marking 
or counting should be reduced to a mini- 
mum, and a little care and attention on 
the part of voters and judges will accom- 
plish this important end. 
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THE WILES OF MONOPOLY. 


The Bell Telephone Co. has showed its 
hand in a Philadelphia case which has 
justcome up. A manufacturing firm in 
that city holding that the basic patent had 
expired, fitted out their building with 
teléphones for the sake of easy communi- 
cation between employes on different 
floors.
